RESULTS OF MANICURING CARE 


Dainty hands are one of a woman's 


greatest charms, and beautifully mani- 
cured nails are the first requisite of 
dainty hands. 
All hands may not be 


pretty, but careful manicuring will im- 
provo their appearance to such an ex- 
tent, that their lack of beauty is fre- 
quently overlooked. Well kept hands are 
an absolute business and social essen- 
tial. 


You may bemoan the fact that you 


have neither the time nor the money 
to spend In "beauty, parlors" having 
your naJJs cared for. That is no ex- 
cuse, for even occasional expert care 
isn't necessary if you intelligently fol- 
low a. few simple directions In the 
care of your own nails. 


The usa of the following instruments 


will make your manicuring an easy 
task: 


Nail clipper 
Emery boards 


Curved scissors 
Nail brush 


Flexible steel file Orange slicks 
Cuticle knife 
A small bowl 


Buffer 
The nail clipper !a used to round the 


corners of nails which don't respond to 
the curved scissors and emery board. 
It is seldom necessary to u«o the clip- 
pc.rs. 


Before beginning operations the hands 


should be soaked in tepid water in 
which a little white castlle soap lias 
been dissolved. First clfp and file the 
nails to a rounded length, which brings 
them about 
onc-thirty-second 
of an 


inch beyond the finger tips. 
Lous, 


sharply pointed nails are in bad taste. 
Thn rounded nail Is prettier. 


After filing the nails take an oranga 


stick and wrap a bit of absorbent cot- 
ton around its point. 
Dip It into thn 


eoapy water or Into a nail blench and 
pass It under the free edge of each 
nail. It la good practice to swab over 
th» •nttr* »urfice of the nail to re- 


Expert care of the hands isn't necessary if you intelligently 


follow a few simple directions.

Having assured yourself that the" nail 


and 
underlying tissues arc perfectly 


clean, wipe the finger tips dry with ab- 
sorbent cotton and proceed to smooth 
the edges of tho nail with an emery 
board. The emery board is practically 
the same thing as a flic, but being 
more cdlicate it completes the" process 
of smoothing the edges. Work always 
from the outer edge towiird the center 
of the. nail when filing. 


Look carefully to hang nails. If they 


nre -present, remove them with tho 
emery board. If they prove obstinate, 
trim them with the curved aclsaora, be- 
ing careful to cut a llttlo pure peroxide 


on them. 


The next step is to reduce the cuticla 


nt the base of the nail so as to expose 
ns much as possible of the "lialf-moon." 
For this purpose use the flat end of an 
oranfre stick. Gently crowd back upon 
tho finger the cuticle that has grown 
upward on the lower section of the 
nail. Don't use forco for this as It Is 
easy to injure the delicate skin and 
may cause bleeding. If bleeding should 
result the touch of a styptic pencil or 
of alum crystal applied for a morncnt 
will stop it. 


Next take 
your cuticle, 
knife nnd 


scrape away the loosened skin. If you 
find the skin docH' not.come nv/ay read- 
ily uso the cuticle scissors and cut it 
away carefully, leaving It free of nil 
rough edges. In doing this be careful 
not to disfigure .trie nail in any way, 
as such Injury* IB likely to leave scars 
and rldgea that .will tafco weeks to 
grow out and disappear.

Plot Unmasked," Writes 
of "Essentials of An En- 
during Victory." 


Andre 
Cheradamo, 
who 
wrote 


"The United Statea and Panger- 
mania" and "The Pan-German Plot 
Uumasked," has written a third book 
Staling- with conditions as they may 
be influenced by the 
methods of 


Germany, and. under the title. "The 
Essentials of an Enduring Victory," 
ru calls attention in forcible man- 
nr-r to what he terms an erroneous 
belief that constitutes a source of 
immense danger. 
This danger, ac- 


cording to Cheradame, is the belief 
of a considerable number of the 
allies that the conclusion of the ar- 
mistice with Germany on November 
1C, IfllS, signified that all was over. 


In Ills previous books Cheradame 


denounced a series of German paci- 
fist 
movements - that 
he 
asserted 


w >uld bo forthcoming. 
Many of 


them 
were 
forthcoming 
and 
his 


warning included the conditions that 
would entail upon Germany signing 
ar; armistice. 


"The Essentials of an Enduring 


Victory" was written in November of 
this year, the preface being signed 
as of November 25. The book has 
four chapters, each containing- sev- 
r-ra! subdivisions. 
Also there are 


a number of maps and some tables 
that potentially illustrate the points 
the author writes to establish. 


Under the title "How the Germans 


Di-ceive Allied Public Opinion," Cher- 
acame discusses his subject 
under

complacent optimism, and of the poi-

opinion 


through biased news coming 
from 


neutral nations, but of Boche origin"; 
''The results of a systematic poison- 
ing of allied opinion by the Germans, 
ai.d the consequent danger"; "The 
(ii-rman high command directs paci- 
fist offensives started from Berlin." 


"How the Germans If They Secure 


an Armistice, Count Upon Carrying 
of? the Victory as a Consequence of 
tho Economic Condition Created in 
Europe by Four Tears of War." la 
the title of the second chapter and it 
is discussed under four sub-titles. 


Chapter three 
deals 
with "Ger- 


many's Probable Military 
Strength 


and its Weakness at the Outset of the 
Fifth Tear of thts War." 
There are

The fourth chap- 


ter is written under the title "Why 
the Allies of Germany Have Thought 
It Was to Their Interest to Act^Vlth 
Her." 
It has four sub-titles. 


Cheradame's previous writings on 


\v:u- conditions have proved his per- 
spicacity in more than one direction, 
iiiid his reputation as a student of 
Kv.i-opoan affairs" entitles his opin- 
1.0,1 to respectful consideration. What 
he has to say, in many respects re- 
flects the opinion expressed by other 
students of European affairs but he 
h-'s a vigorous manner of marshaling 
hi.! points, and what he says carries 
conviction. 


The book is one that will be read 


with much interest by those whoso 
minds have been perplexed by tho 
multitudinous theories advanced as 
(o (he manner of solution 
of 
the 


problems presented by the termina- 
tion of battlefield hostilities and the. 
negotiations for a permanent peace, 
Cheradame is avowedly an alarmist, 
and he says that the purpose of the 
book is lo sho>v in the strongest light 
the great dangers of the interval be- 
tween the signing of the armistice 
and the arriving at tho terms oC an 
enduring peace,

Psychology of Center of 
Present"German Turmoil 
May Be 
Gained Fronr 


His Speeches. " . * 


History has yet to carve the niche 


in which shall stand Dr. Karl Lieb- 
knecht. in the turmoil that rules in 
Germany today he is an outstanding 
figure in the center of the whirl- 
pool. 
There are those who believe 


that in him-'lies tho hope of a new 
German nation just as there are 
those who regard him as Germany's 
greatest menace/ 
It is significant 


that there is none who does not fig- 
ure him first In the suppositions. ' 


To many Liebknecht Is merely a 


fiery figure who has flared up at 
dramatic moments in the German 
news pnly to fade and flare again. 
He has been called an opportunist, a 
demogogue, antl a madman. 


In view of the history that Is in 


the making in defeated Germany to- 
day Liebknecht is worthy of study 
and of the understanding that may 
be obtained from the perusal of his 
letters and speeches, jit is necessary 
that we learn of his psychology", his 
motives, and his beliefs. 


Whatever one's view of the Lieb- 


knechtian philosophy may be there 
will bo none to deny the fine per- 
sonal bravery of the man. Almost 
alone ho voted against the German 
war budget and fought every war 
movo until he waa ousted from hla 
party. 
The picture of the slender 


and earnest Uttlo man shouting his 
defiance at the war-mad Reichstag 
is one to arouse admiration If only 
for ita dramatic values. 


"In school must bo taught how 


this war arose," he declared in May 
of 1916, "not only that the abom- 
inable murder of Sarajevo was an 
incident to inspire horror, but alsp 
the fact that tho crime of Sarajevo 
wag looked upon in many circles as 
a gift from Heaven, serving them as 
a war pretext," 


This 
waa 
said in the Gorman 


Reichstag in the third year of tho 
war and there would havo been more 
but for the fact that the delegates 
turned uppn him and jeered until 
his voice cquld not be heard. 
In 


April of 1916,'when tho chancellor 
declared "Wo could have had all 
we wanted by peaceful labor. It was 
our onemles who chose war," Lleb- 
kneeht risked his life, ana liberty by 
shouting: "Lies, it was you who 
chosa war." 


And there he was, from the day 


of tho declaration, almost tho only- 
man in Germany who claretl tell to 
the face of the junkers that Ger- 
many's was the guilt of the war. It 
was he who asked tho pertinent and 
embarrassing questions 
concerning 


the Turkish massacres, poison gas, 
the sinking of tho Lusltanla, and 
diver warfare, and who was booed 
out of the Reichstag In consequence, 
He was a lone fighter but so power- 
ful that there was none who dared 
to order him permanently silenced. 


It is another story what Liob- 


knecht is doing now and one at- 
tended 
by 
contradictory 
reports. 


That he is still fearless and still 
powerful is undisputed.

of the native Christians, who were 
putting out the Tire in the granary. 
On arrival at the garrison the dead 
•were buried in the chapel and the 
"wounded were cared for. AH re- 
covered except the carpenter, Ur- 
sellno, who died on the fifth day. 
He was thereby given time to prc- 
Pare- himself for death and to dis- 
pose of his affairs. 
He had saved. 
up hla salary which ho had received 
for same y-ars from the royal treas- 
ury. and as he had no legitimate 
heir, he made a will and named as 
his heirs the very same Indians who • 
had taken his life, an action which 
was heroic and also worthy of a true 
disciple of Jesus Christ. . Having re- 
ceived all the Holy Sacraments he 


Ve up his soul to his Creator. 


\VOIU> IS SENT. 


The corporal who was in com- 


mand of the garrison sent word to 
the lieutenant, who was at the time 
at the founding of the Mission of 
San Juan Capiatrano, and the latter, 
as soon as he had word, started for 
San Diego. 
After him shortly came 


the Fathers. As soon as these latter 
arrived at the fort they performed 
tho funeral honors for 
the 
dead 


Father and decided to remain at the 
fort until they could have further 
orders from the Father president, 
to whom they immediately wrote 
telling all tho story as hero narrated 
and which I have taken from thesp 
very letters. At the same time, un- 
der the suggestion 
of the com- 
mander of the garrison, the native 
Christians moved back into tho vi- 
cinity of the garrison so as to avoid 
any further outbreak which might 
occur on tho part of tho pagan In- 
diana. They also transferred the rest 
of tho corn and wheat which they 
managed to save from the fire. All 
the rest of the things of the Mission 
.wero either destroyed or carried off 
by the Indians. 
* 


The commander of the garrison, 
by sending out parties of ooldiers 
to the villages, took the' necessary 
steps to discover it there were any 
signs of another uprising as well as 
to find out who they were who had 
had a part In -this one. 
Quite a 


number were brought In as prteon- 
er.s In order to make Investigations, 
and when it was found that there 
was no likelihood of an attack on 
the garrison, he sent a courier to 
Monterey. 


CHAPTER XIV. 


THE FOTJXmNG OF Tlffi MISSION" 


OF SAJf FJIANOISCO. 


It can well be understood what 


distress this torrlblo news caused in 
the heart of Padre Serra, Not only 
was he concerned about the loss of 
life 
of his 
good 
brother, 
Padre 


Jaync, hut the enforced delay in the 
establishment of the San Juan Capis- 
trano Mission was a great 
blow. 


These woes, added to the ono caused 
by the obstacles put in the way of 
the establishment of tho Mission of 
San Francisco, 
almost broke his 


heart. 
Nor was this all. Captain 
Perez had been ordered by the vlcb- 
rqy to make certain explorations for 
now mission sites, but from a letter 
written by Serra to Mexico we find 
tho captain had become a thorn in 
the good father's flesh. 
This letter Is found In the publica- 
tions of the Southern California His- 
torical Society, the original being in 
the Sutrp collection in San Fran- 
cisco; 
It Is dated at San Carlos de Mon- 


terey. September 3, 1774. 


"Since then Don Juan Perez has 


come to a new determination—that 
is,' to sail for San Bias with the ship 
under his command; and, although 
Father Palou and myself have be- 
sought him earnestly, that, were it 
possible, he adhere to this prjor de- 
termination In order that the matter 
of the occupation of San Francisco 
might be attended to at this time, he 
has utterly refused so to do, saying 
that ho has many reasons for not 
delaying and 
for 
resolving on a 
speedy departure. 


"But a greater complaint la of the 


delay in "doing something for the 
port of San Francisco." 
Referring 
to a letter of the viceroy's, he says 
he took it with him to the royal 
presidio and "communicated its con- 
tents to the captain for the purpose 
of learning whether he would re- 
solve to do anything in the matter 
of the port of San Francisco. 
But 
he replied to my request that he 
found himself without men, or even 
arms, for any undertaking, as Cap- 
tain Anza, had not left him a single 
soldier and the families had not ar- 
'i-ived. It is a pity that when we do 
have them here then there will be 
no vessel available; nnd I recognize 
a far greater inclination to employ 
them in establishing a new presidio, 
at a'distance of four or five leagues' 
from the port nnd six from 
this 


mission, rather than in founding any 
new mission. This Is a matter con- 
cerning which I was about to pre- 
sent to Your Excellency a written 
memorial at tho time I was in that 
city,-when I learned that the now 
official proposed making such a de- 
mand; but as I was told that any 
failure to protect the port would 
not be allowed, nor. any such change 
of plan, I abandoned that design. 
Yet I afterwards repented of this, ' 
when in Guadalaxara, Topic and 
other places I found that tidings had 
gone abroad to tho effect that tho 
new captain was about to move to 
the presidio—as though this were 
the' principal object of his appoint- 
ment. 
Still, for 
one reason 
this 


would not grieve me, and that is be- 
cause at the distance of a leagde 
farther—on the road to San Fran- 
cisco, be it understood—we misht 
plant a new mission: and In this 
wav the new presidio would be easily 
and in a perfectly fitting way pro- 
vided with spiritual food, and the 
heathen of both sexes of those parts 
would become parishioners of the 
missionary fathers and not of the 
soldiers." 


The sincere grief of the impetuous 
father Is well expressed at the re- 
tarding of what to him was the most 
important work in the world. 


"It is a grievous thing for me. 
Most Excellent Sir, to find myself 
well, provided with religious "and 
with provisions, while no steps are 
taken, 
in 
one way 
or 
another, 
towards some now spiritual labor; 
and I should fear to fatigue Your 
Excellency with this, my oft-repeated 
importunity, were. I not sure that my 
desires are so much In accord with 
those of Your Excellency." 


; 
MIOGRBSS. 


Then he proceeds to tell of the 


progress of the Christianized 
In- 


dians: "I gave to Your Excellency, 
also, the agreeable tidings that these 
new Christians, following the 
ex- 


ample set by some of the crews of 


• the vessels whose egrvlces I man- 


aged to secure, are learning how to 
apply themselves. to labor, hoe In 
hand and with the bar, in making 
adobes, in harvesting the maize and 
the wheat and In carting these-crops, 
as well as in other work in which 
they take a part. I reported, also, 
that this year there have been har- 
vested at this mission, in addition to 
twenty fancgas of 
barley. 
125 of 
wheat, together with some horse- 
beans and a greater quantity of 
kidney beans, and continuous crops 
frojn the vegetable garden—In the 
consumption 
of which 
(ill share. 
There is reason for expecting a fair 
return from the maize sown, and it 
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pertaining to the colonization of San 
Francisco Is found in the diary of 
Padre Francisco Garces, a Fran- 
ciscan 
friar. 
Ho traveled exten- 


sively in Sonora, Arizona and Cali- 
fornia in tho years 170S-81 us a mis- 
sionary to various Indian tribes. In 
the earlier of these years he was the 
resident minister at San Xavier del 
Hue, on the Santa Cruz, near Tucson, 
thon In the 
Mexican province of 


Sonora, now in Arizona. 
From this 


post of duty he made several expedi- 
tions or entradas, mainly to reach 
the savage and unconverted tribes. 
As required by 
his superiors, 
ho 


wrote 
diaries 
of 
these 
entradcs 


which, in due time, were aent to the 
headquarters of the order. The first 
two are of comparatively little im- 
portance, the third took him down 
the river Gila to tho Colorado river 
anl nearly to the gulf; the fourth was 
to the mission of San Gabriel, near 
IjQs Angeles, California, including a 
visit to the Yuma Indians. The fifth 
was to accompany Captain Juan 
Bautlsta de Anza, when he journeyed 
from 
Sonora 
with 
tho 
band of 


colonists who were to found the new 
city of San Francisco. There 
are 
three manuscript copies of Garces' 
original diary of this trip In exist- 
ence (one of which Is In the United 
States Bureau of American Ethnol- 
ogy at Washington, D. C.), and these 
wore translated by Dr. Elliot Couea 
and published under the title "On 
tho Trail of a Spanish Pioneer." by 
Francis P. Harper of New York.

made by way of the Colorado to 
Monterey, accompanied by Garces 
and Diaz- 
On the present occasion 


he wns to conduct thirty families of 
settlers to tho bay of San Francisco 
and there found a colony. The heads 
of the families were all to ba mar- 
ried soldiers, of whom the lieuten- 
ant, sergeant and eight privates were 
to bo veterans from various Konoran 
presidios, and the other twenty re- 
cruits from Cullacan and HInaloa. 
Thls party was made, up in the I're- 
sldio do San Miguel de, Orcasjtas, 
having passed through the Mission, 
do San Joseph de Pimas, where Font 
was tha minister. May 
U6, 
1775. 


Anza arrived there May 23; on June 
1 Font turned over his mission to 
Padre Fray Joachin Delude and went 
by way of San Marcial to Oi'casltas, 
where he arrived August 2." 


On the 22d of October Font tells 


of a sermon he preached and theji 
gives the roster and inventory of the 
expedition—a most interesting and 
valuable historic document. 


In this wo see that there were 240 


men, women and children. 695 pack 
animals and horses and 355 cattle. 
Here is Dr. Coues' note on the list 
from which these figures are taken: 
"I think I would have been will- 
ing to hear Father Font pr&ach for 
tho sake of having such a tabular ex- 
hibit of this expedition, which we 
see was an, extensive outfit—-"40 per- 
sona and 1050 beasts. The father 
notes that It wns reduced en route 
by death, straying- and barter- 
Ha 


further notes that the regular order 
of march was this: At the proper 
hour in the morning the order was 
given to round up the cavallada and 
mulada, the soldiers and servants go- 
ing fc*r the horses and tho packers 
for the mules. While these people 
were packing and saddling he used 
to say mass, as there was plenty of 
time. As soon as the throe pack 
trains were ready to start, the com- 
manding officer gave the order to 
mount—-Vayan sublendo!—and they 
all mounted, forming a column in 
this wife: Four soldiers went ahoad 
as scouts. Anza led off with a van 
guard. Font came next, and after 
him came men, woman and children, 
escorted by soldiers; then the lieu- 
tenant brought, up the rear guard. 
Behind these followed the three pack 
trains, with the loose horses, and 
last of all tho boef herd. As soon aa 
they started Font would strike up a 
hymn, tho Alabado, to which all the 
people responded. The column, aa 
may be easily seen, was a very long 
onrj, even when well closed, up. On 
making camp, when they had dis- 
mounted, the lieutenant camo to re- 
port 
to 
the 
commanding 
officer 


whether they were all up, or any h^d 
been loft behind, and receive his 
orders. 


At night tho people recited their 
beads, each family 
by 
Itself, and 


finishlnj; by singing the Alabado or 
Salve, or something of that sort, 
every one for himself, and Font 
remarks that thei variety had a very 
pleasing effeot. There were so, many 
people that when they camped, it 
looked like 
a 
regular settlement, 


with the shelters that th,e solcilers 
made with their cloaks and.blankets 
on boughs and 
with the thirteen 
tents of the company^-nlne for the 
soldiers, one for the. lloutenant, one 
for 
Garces and 
KLxarch, ono for 
Font and a big circular one for the 
sapor Qomma.nda.ntc."

Is fully described, Garces says: 
'Tha whole expedition passed over 
the Rio Colorado -without any mis- 
hap.

den offers a story of a woman paint- 
er whoso achievements have been 
strangely overlooked. 
Here is what 


she hits to 
say

this amazing 


woman: 


"Woman suffrage in support of its 


cause has drawn attention to the 
achievement of women throughout 
the ages. 


It is a curious fact that 
Judith 


L-eyster of Haarlem has been over- 
looked, never having received thB 
homage due her as the first "woman, 
painter in tho Netherlands ol real 
importance. 
Here Ij a. woman high- 


ly honored during her lifetime but 
so completely forgotten after 
her 


death that it has even been hard to 
trace the history of her life. 


Judith Leyster was tho contempor- 


ary, and fellow-citizen of Frans Hals 
and the Dutch painters of his time; 
she came under his influence most 
of all, in fact so much, 
that 
her 


style of -work resembles his to tho 
point of confusion. 
Though she is 


never mentioned officially as one of 
his pupils, undoubtedly she studied 
under him. 
The 
casual 
observer 


looking at one of her paintings will 
srnllo as one is wont to smile at the 
roguish types chosen by Frans Hals 
and never doubt but that he does 
see a Hals! 
Solemn &xper*s used to 


pronounce them to be genuine -works 
of Hals, thereby tripling their value. 
The Netherlander of her time, and 
even more so the later generations, 
were quick to note- tho striking and 
confusing resemblance. 
Every one 


ot her pictures has been known as 
a Hals for a shorter or a. longer 


ueriod. 
To change her monogram 


to his was a 
comparatively 
easy 


matter. 
Some 
owners, 
convinced 


that they possessed a painting by the 
great Haarlem master, 
may have 


meant it for an honest rectification. 
More often It has 
been 
a 
cold- 


blooded cheat. 
Especially as Frans 


Hals' genre pieces began to win re- 
newed favor, It is plain that greed 
did not hesitate to 
cunningly add 


some convenient lines to her easily 
changed signature. 


No greater praise can be given.'her 


work than the. very fact that it could 
be passed 
off for his with such 


facility. 


Undoubtedly It has his qualities; 


there Is nothing labored about It; 
each figure seems as if done In one 
sitting and the likeness must have 
been splendid. 
Judith Leyster may 


not always have drawn with quite 
the masterly correctness of Hals, but 
like him she arranges her subjects 
sp cleverly that she avoids all suspi- 
cion of tiresome posing. 
Unwoman- 


ly, she does not dwell on detall-^big 
lines, big effects, fresh coloring-. 


During the last half of the .nine- 


teenth century, Judith Leyster, who 
was then but a myth, was rediscov- 
ered. 
One by one, through restor- 


'Ing and by careful investigation, her 
signatures have come to light again. 
As late as 1833 a painting called "The 
Duet" was the cause of a lawsuit in 
England, 
It had been sold at a high 


figure as a Hals and was discovered 
to be a Leyster. 
Yet there was doc- 


umentary evidence to show that the 
painting had been known as a Hals 
for over two hundred years. 


One marvels at her work, espec- 


ially if ono thinks ot the 
age 
In 


which Judith Leyster 
lived. Con- 


templating in her paintings the broad 
and easy sweep of the brush and the 
sure touch, wo get a mental picture 
of a very independent young woman. 
This she must havre been for in staid 
Old-Holland of tho early part of the 
seventeenth, when a woman could 
only be a spinster o/ some one's 
housewife. It must have been extra- 
ordinarily difficult for a young- girl 
to follow a vocation. How wo regret 
to know so little about Judith L«y- 
ster's life! 


Not even the year of her birth la 


known. 
She must have been born 


shortly after 1600, and 
we 
know 


that she died In 1660. 
Her parents 


probably came originally from Zaan- 
dam.g 
We presume that sho 
had 


three sisters and two brothers, as she 
is mentioned with them in old papers 
as sharing in the estate of a great- 
grand-uncie. 
To Judith the good 


things of this earth, everything an 
artist could wish for—fame and ap- 
preciation—must have come early In 
life. 
In a rhymed ohronlclo of the 


city of Haarlem as early 
as 1628 


Samuel Ampzlng praises her, and he 
voices the. common awo when he tix- 
clalms: "Who ever heard of a woman 
painter r- 
Still, she must also have 


suffered, because for a woman to be

It has long been the desire on the 


part of tho Lazear school to open'a 
night school which would give an 
opportunity of becoming Intelligent 
American citizens to the many for- 
eigners who needed only a chance to 
satisfy their desire to become ono 
of us.

Tho Board of Education granted 
the request for the night school and 
no sooner was It given than sixty- 
one earnest men and women, old and 
•young, came clamoring for the de- 
sired-knowledge. 


On Monday, September 30, the 
school organized with two teachers 
in charge. Those who came 
first 
brought others, until, now, though 
only two weeks old, the school has 
an enrollment somewhat over ninety 
and several new-: teachers will havo 
to be added. 


Many o£ the students can speak 


but few words of English, \vhile still 
others cannot speak a. word of Eng- 
lish. Many aro uneducated even to a 
slight degreo In their own language. 


Thus you can see the great joy that 
must be theirs in being able to learn^ 
It is a great satisfaction to the 
teachers to see these earnest people 
feasting on the knowledge they hun- 
gered for so long. Besides the Amer- 
icanization classes, there are classes 
for young men and women who have 
already entered upon an occupation 
'to continue their education and ren- 
der themselves more efficient, and 
therefore more useful citizens. 


But one look into one of these 
classes- and you are satisfied that 
public education Is the great leveler 
and therefore the melting pot of tho 
nation. 


Tho tremendous need of Just this 


thing haa shown itself so manifestly 
in the late draft that America is 
even more ansions to givo every 
man, woman and child who comes 
into its fold tho same opportunity 
for useful citizenship she offers her 
own children. 


Just how eagerly they desire to 
serve the United States is reflected 
in their whole-hearted 
pledge of 
allegiance which they peal forth 
each evening. 
At 9 o'clock the en- 
tire school meets In the 
assembly 


hall, and the enthusiasm with which 


. they show both during the pledge to 
the country of their adoption and 
the singing of patriotic songs makes 
the hall fairly resound.

Eat at this time only the 


lightest kinds of food or no .e at all 
If you do not have the craving.

In the meantime, rest again as you 


did before you undertook your work. 
This will act as an antidote to the 
poisonous tissue toxins formed'in 
the work process. Soon these toxins 
will disappear and you will be ready 
to resume your work with renewed 
vigor.

lie made his appearance in 


San Francisco immediately after the Civil War. 
He had been commander of the Confederate pri- 
vateer Shenaudoah, the sister ship of the notor- 
ious Alabama. 
She had done much execution 


•among The shipping of the Pacific. When peace 
was declared he put into a Mexican port. After 
a time he came to San Francisco, but his status 
was so uncertain that his friends hurried him off 
to Lake county till it blew over. 
Then for a 


time he was a clerk at a mine at what is known 
as- Sulphur Banks, on the east shore of the lake. 
Clear Lake, appealed to him to the extent that he 
vowed if he ever came into enough money he 
would establish a place on its banks. He came 
into the money by marrying the daughter of 
a rich Southerner, and he established a beau- 
tiful home on the shore of Clear Lake. It had 
the 
peculiar distinction 
of being 
practically 


unapproachable on the land side. Here he dis- 
pensed hospitality in the true Southern style- 
But he also kept up other connections.. He was 
a man of attainments, with a penchant for as- 
tronomy, which attracted the attention of James- 
Lk-k. When that philanthropist was putting his 
affairs in order he appointed Floyd as one of the 
trustees of the Lick Observatory on Mt. Hamil- 
ton. 
While that institution was building, Floyd 


lived with it, camping on the mountain, and it 
is believed this experience hastened his death. 
Mrs. Floyd died when the daughter was quite 
young. 
The daughter developed some very ro- 


mantic traits. 
She believed in princes in dis- 


guise. She may have dreamed of her prince ar- 
riving on a white horse, but she invested Gopce- 
vich with a glamour when she encountered him 
tooling a cable car. And so they were married. 
The bride lived something more than a year, and 
*he died. 
Gopcevich thus came into the entire 


Floyd fortune, which is estimated to be worth a 
million. His brother Bozo claimed that 1m had 
promised him support for life in consideration 
of efforts to prove that they were of ro3'al blood.

Old-Timer Recalled 


Somebody has sent the Knave a marked copy of 


the Staten Islander, published at Tompkinsville, 
N. Y., with a mark indicating a letter from George 
M. Pinney Jr., who was seeing'real service on the 
firing line. The writer must be a descendant of 
the George M. Pinney, who figured so extensively 
in the history of California well on to a half cen- 
tury ago. The fact that he signs himself "Jr."' 
would suggest that he is a son; but George M. 
Pinney was a man at least in middle life at the 
height of his California experience, and this young 
man is of the age that goes on the firing line; so H 
is concluded that he may be George III. He writes 
a very intelligent letter, which breathes the genu- 
ine American spirit and a very hearty disfavor of 
the Hun. The first George M. Pinney in his day 
was one of those striking characters that Califor- 
nia developed in its earlier period. He was of the 
Ralston type. He wa.s noted as a stock broker and 
operator, and a.s a politician. The episode which 
closed his career here occurred in 1S75. 
Los Angeles in 1886 


.11 is interesting to recall the Los Angeles of that 


day. 
It. was just in the first flush of its boom 


experience. Delegates were informed when they 
were shown around that if they had come a little 
earlier they might have "got in," but that probably 
the flurry was about over. The Mecca of everybody 
was the Nadeau Hotel. It had not long been open 
and was considered very sumptuous. The next 
place in favor was the Pico House. The Nadeau 
marked the limit of (he up-town trend of business. 
There wa.s nothing of importance beyond Second 
street. The city had not yet felt the" influx from 
the East. It had much of the old California atmos- 
phere. It was unstudiotisly hospitable. If you 
had said anything at that time about a "chemically 
pure" population you might have raised a question 
mark, but you certainly would have provoked a 
smile a.s soon as the meaning soaked in. If anybody 
had set up a business intending to draw custom by 
returning the copper cent in change he might, have 
escaped summary treatment, but he would have 
been looked at askance and passed by. Santa 
Monica was the watering place at that time. The 
other seaside resorts t h a t fame later and elbowed 
it a.side were not even on the real estater'.s map, 
and you can't go farther than that. Pasadena was 
a straggling and struggling village. The leading 
morning newspaper wa.s the. Herald, though the 
7'i»,c», in which Colonel Otis had recently become 


:« partner, was coming along. The Express was the 
evening paper, and was edited by H. /,. Osfaorne 
now Congressman. 
None of the papers had 


emerged from (he bucolic class. Electricity had 
not brrrji applied to street cars, and there was no 
sticl. thing as intcrurban lines, a« the same have 
wince been developed, bringing into cxi.stcnrc the 


group of towns and cities that now cluster around 
the mother burg. It is not definitely remembered 
whether the line to San Diego had been built; but 
the recollection is that the Santa Fe came into 
that country and expanded later. Anyhow it is an 
interesting hark back to the time the Republicans 
held their State convention in Los Angeles.'

sleep as he may, and he works twenty-four hours 
out of twenty-four—almost.

The Red Flag 


The Board of Supervisors has passed to print 


an ordinance against the red flag. This and sim- 
ilar enactments by near-by municipalities serve 
lo remind us that heretofore there has been no 
inhibition of the display of the red flag as an 
emblem. Persons have manifested disesteem. of 
the Stars and Stripes by carrying the red emblem 
in processions, and displaying it on occasions 
when harangues were delivered against the social 
order. Ten years ago Eugene Debs was permitted 
the use of the Greek Theater, on the University 
of California premises. He arrived^characteristi- 
cally in a red automobile, and there gathered in 
the amphitheater to hear him a crowd estimated 
to number 1500. Bed was the predominant color 
of the 
occasion. 
The crowd manifested its 


approval of the utterances by waving red hand- 
kerchiefs. The public attitude-at that time wa.s 
that anybody could say anything; that we were 
justified in affording, them opportunity; 
that 


those of us who didn't take stock in such things 
could laugh and think it was all right. 
There 


was an awakening when the Preparedness Day 
bombs were set off. it will be remembered that 
just prior to that occasion there were public 
meetings which were addressed by persons who 
were opposed to the idea of preparing for exactly 
the eventualities that finally had to be met. One 
of them declared that the red flag was the one 
which all peoples ought to march under, or words 
to that effect. At a mass meeting red flags were 
copiously displayed and red-flag talk indulged hi 
to an extent that would have been permitted in 
no other country. Things have since come to pass 
that have shown us the menace of. the red-flag 
idea. The cult that advocates it just at this time 
may be quiescent, but we have had signs enough 
that they are present. And at a time when the 
blood color is less observable than it ever has 
been, municipalities arc 
enacting 
ordinances 


against its display in emblems. It ia likely the 
Legislature will bring forth a law bearing upon 
the subject. 
McDevitt's Case 


Discussing red-flagism, and also bailiffs and 


others who feed at the public crib and are not 100 
per cent sound as to the institutions of the coun- 
try that affords the fodder, brings up an instance 
that has been allowed a long rest in the public 
mind. Reference is made to the case of McDevitt. 
It will be remembered that he expressed himself 
in considerably less than a hundred percent way 
as to patriotism just before the Preparedness Day- 
parade. He paid high honor to the red flag, say- 
ing in effect that it was the only one to honor; 
and indulged in, what he afterwards explained 
was a pleasantry about shooting people in the 
back who did such things as conduct preparedness 
parades. Then came the horrible tragedy of Pre- 
paredness Day, in which ten people were blown 
up by an incendiary's bomb, and fifty wounded. 
The Chamber of Commerce- took up the case of 
McDevitt because he was, and still is, a public- 
official. 
He is an election 
commissioner and 


draws a salary of §125 a month. The Chamber of 
Commerce proceeded on the theory that a man 
who performed in such a manner is not casting 
distinction upon a community as one of its> offi- 
cials. His office is an appointive one, held at the 
pleasure of the Mayor. 
Charges were preferred 


against McDevitt. Formal hearings were had

before the Mayor, at which proof was adduced in 
substantiation of the charges. 
Everything wa 


very definite. That was two years and a half ago, 
but no determination has yet been made of the 
case. A 
7o return was ever made. There has never 


been any decision of any kind, or any communica- 
tion on the subject addressed to the Chamber of 
Commerce. McDevitt continues to supervise elec- 
tions in this city and to draw his salary. This 
case is recalled because red-flagism is beginning 
to receive attention, and men who express senti- 
ments not in keeping M'ith a wholesome patriot- 
ism get knocked down. 


How Williams Got the Job 


This is a story that comes from the realms of 


high finance, and it may be that repeating it is 
telling something that was supposed to go no 
farther. 
However, I'll take a chance. Former 


Bank Superintendent Williams was a stickler for 
rigid compliance with the law. He held every one 
to the strictest adherence to the letter of every 
provision governing State banks. Every cornet- 
had to be turned square—no cutting across. In 
some instances' it really made no difference, and 
occasionally there wa.s an inclination to disregard 
trifles that didn't seem to matter. But whoever 
presumed this much bore straight ahead into 
trouble. 
The Bank Superintendent came down 


like a thousand of bricks, and imposed f fines, 
against which there was no practical protest. The 
story is that he caught some of the Bank of Italy* 
subsidiaries in technical fault as to crossing their 
t's and dotting their i's, and "soaked" the institu- 
tion^ a pretty stiff figure. What they thought 
of him at the time in consequence is understood 
to have been of a decidedly negligible quantity. 
And when it was learned that he was to be super- 
seded" there was such an absence of regret as to 
be quite noticeable. But suddenly a bright idea 
struck somebody.- The Bank of Italy has some 
twenty-four branches scattered up and down the 
State that have to be looked after. One who was 
so punctilious in the interest of the State would 
be likely to see that everything was regular in 
the interest of a great banking concern; and so it 
came about that former Bank Superintendent 
Williams was offered the position of traveling 
auditor for the institution where his visits as-a 
State official were never made a glad occasion. 
His official status on the Bank of Italy roster is 
cashier. It is ratlfcr an unusual way for a man 
to come into a fat and important job. 
The Mexican Question 


The President's activities and expressions since 


he arrived in Europe hare been along, the line of 
settling affairs affecting other countries. 
The 


idea has gained form that the United States has 
no problem, as every.other country has. Yet it is 
known here that the Mexican question was ex- 
tensively discussed before the President sailed, 
and that it was considered a problem that is very 
likely to come up at the peace conference- What 
has made the Mexican situation acute is the 
newly-developed oil interests, which are largely 
held by British subjects, and which were consid- 
erably hampered in their operation in the last 
days of the fighting, when it was important that 
the limit of production should be realized with- 
out embarrassment. British subjects have other 
extensive interests in Mexico, which. German 
propagandists have caused to be nagged, and if it 
is important to maintain the Monroe doctrine, it 
is likely to be necessary to see that foreign inter- 
ests are safe there. This conception of the-situa- 
tion i.s understood to.have been fully realized by 
the President. That it has not been largely dis- 
cussed is perhaps due to the idea that it is not 
necessary to cross a bridge till you get to it. 
Free Lunches Gone 
"<^ 


The Hooverizing orders put a summary kibosh 


on free lunches. The free lunch was an institu- 
tion that had attained more magnificent propor- 
tions in San Francisco than anywhere else. Many 
of the better cafes set out spreads which afforded 
a meal and which were free to anybody after he 
had bought a drink. Perhaps the most elaborate 
offering of this kind was that of the Hoffman, 
maintained by "Pop" Sullivan before the fire.' 
There has not been another quite as elaborate 
since. But all of them had to dissemble when it 
became necessary to conserve food to feed the 
hungry in war-torn lands. 
The consensus of 


opinion is that the old opulent custom in the cafes 
will never return. For one reason, because tne 
cafe, from legislative onslaughts and war exigen- 
cies, has lost much of its vogue, and for another, 
because of high price of the class of eatables com- 
prising free lunches bids fair to continue, and 
'he drinkables as well. Though the restraint on 
public eating is off, it is believed to have already 
dealt a death blow to the free lunch. 
Whereabouts of Dingee 


Somebody has inquired, "Where is Dingee?" 


Sure enough. Dcn.srnore may be safely lodged in 
Vashington, the protecting arm of the Secretary 
of Labor, reinforced^ by the arm of the Depart- 
nent of Justice, encircling him to prevent his

Some 
instances that strained professional ethics and 
attracted the lay attention never seemed to dis- 
turb the serenity of the association maintained'' 
to regulate such mailers; but now it is sitting up 
and taking notice. It is going to have a hearing 
on the dictagraph charges against former Justice 
Henshaw.

three instances in the past it 


descended upou members with disbarment pro- 
ceedings. They were in San Qucntin. But there 
have been other instances in which laymen won- 
dered why something was not done. 'If anybody- 
is wondering about this activity now be might 
obtain a hint from the roster _of the Bar Associa- 
tion. He would find, for one thing, that William 
Denman is the junior vice-president of that body. 
It is readily recalled that Denman was appointed 
by the Secretary of Labor to help twist the dicta- 
graph probe, and that, declining the job, it was 
entrusted to his partner. It may be a heavier fax 
on the memory to get it straight that Denman 
was behind the move in the Legislature during the 
Ruef trial to get action in the nature of impeach- 
ment against the Justice, who had signed an 
.order for a rehearing in the Ruef case while out 
of the State. There was something about it that 
was made to appear in the nature of malfeasance. 
Nothing came of the proposal to impeach, but 
there was much discussion of it. It is understood 
that the proposed action is urged from the same 
quarter, and that it will be pushed in the same 
spirit.

that several deposits of considerable 
size have been developed in the 
mountains south of LI verm ore. Such, 
however, is the case. Deposity of 
chrome have been known, for years, 
to exist there, but never until tho 
present war demand for the mineral 
developed has it paid to try and 
worlc these claims.

The unusual rains of 
last fall that spoiled some of thB 
prune crop were not an umniieil 
evil. 
These prunes, '.while lost to
